The Ronménjian Hevolntion and M. Ro-
wetil—A Jonrnalist, PMFolliloinw, #nd
Hevolutionine,

M. Rosettl, described by Mr, Reuvter's arent
st Bucharest as ‘A jpurnalist who has several
tmes been Imprisoned by order of Prince Coura,’
and who appears to have been st the hend of the
vecret organization which succceded In de-
throning aul monnstch, has, be'ore now, played
an important part 1 the aflairs ol lil= natiye
iand, 1t was Rosetti who directed the democratic
revolution wiien took place at Buchurest oo the
23d ot June, 1848, and which led to the occupa
tion ol the ouy by the Turks, On that vcoa-
slon Kosetti oad” not demand the abdication of
the Hospodarg he thought it suflicient to muke
him sign one of these charters to which sowuch
unportance ured to be attached elebteen years
ago, and to appoint 4 new minlstry, of which ho
himseli, together with M. Galesco, now one ol
the members of the Lioutonsncy, formed part.
The shortlived mimstry of 1848 copsisted of
lawyers, projessors, and wriers; and the grest
watchword ol the movement was the hiberation
ol the pensantry from various servitodes, sod
the absolute cession to them of the land for
which they had previously been required to per-
form task-work., This was the einently femo-
crive reform which Peinee Counss atterwieds
cerrled out In so decwlve a manver and
with #0 little regara  to  the interest of
tue  Innded propretors, By so doing he
may be  suid, almost lterally, to  have
vut  the jpround = the pesassnt’s  ground
—troni under the teet of the extieme Liberals;
and tuls time it was only by means of an irsto-
eritio eombination, or at least & combinution
with n proponderance of the arstooratic element
init, that there was any possthility of unseating
the ruler, Buch tmmiles s those of Ghilta ana
Cautacuceno, both of which are representad in
the Romanian miniatry just established (roe -
ter'by one, the 1orwer by two members), were
not conpulted nt wll m conncetion with the
movement of 1848, which, indead, wpa opposoed
to thewr mnterests, The fpet that the new Goy-
ernment wmcludes botn Liberals and Conserva-
tives would seem to show thut the deposition ol
Prinee Conza has not been merely the work ol a
faction, and that the ‘nationsal’ character claimed
for the revolution by s priscipal leadaers really
belongs to it,

“T'he msurrection of 1845 having been lollowed
by it counter-revolytion, supported” chieily by the
mmy, losettd was arrested anl thrown into
prison.  Bur a popular rsing took place, the
prison. was broken open, and Rosetti was set
iree.  Then came the entry of the Tarks under
the aciual commund of the Russinn Genes
ral Dubamel, who accompanied the Turkish
army ln the ostensible character of Commis-
gloger,  Roseltt was maraneuing an immense
mags of peasuntry, who had agsembled on a plain
nenr Bucharest, when he was jnvited to the
Turkish camp, where the Pasha professed great
anxiety to heer from his own lips nn exnct wac-
count of the stute ol wifuirs, Rosetti, however,
found not only the Pashn, but also General Du-
hamel, waiting 1o receive him: and, atter what
Prince Gorigchukoll wounld call an ‘interchange
of ideas’ with thut o%icer, he was agnin arrested,
and this time ordered to leave the counlry under
a Turkish escort.

‘“Rosetti was much alded iu his revolutionary
enterpnse b{] s wile, an Englishwoman, or
rather BSBeolchwoman, by parentage, daughter ot
Captain Grant, an officer her Majesty's ser-
vice, When the revolution first broke out
Madame Rosetti wus on the point of being con-
fined, und the populur leader left his wite's bed-
side abter kissing his firsl-born—a young lady
who alterwarde received the appropriste name
of Liberty—to proceed to the palace and force
ihe Hospodar to abdicate or sign s constitution,
But for Roseiti and his intervention both the
Prince and his Prime Minister would have lost
their lives, and ' popolar indignation was for a

mowent turned against Rosetti when it was
found that it was he who had aided the
Miuister to  eseupe.  The courage, how-
ever, with which he took the whole re
spousibility on himselfl and denounced as
cowards those who would bave shed the
fullen courider's blood, roon gained the

people over to his view; and the only lives sacri-
ticed in the Rumanian revolution of 1548 were
thoee of some two hundred munieipal guards
who, in disobedience of orders, opposed the
entry of the Turkish troops, Rosetti and his
wile had in the fitst instance been told that they
were to be conveyed acrose the Austriso fron-
tier, and set at liberty: but they lewrnea from
one of the guards that they were to be consigned
1o a Turkish fortress in Bosnia. They therefore
resolved to make their escape, aod in passing
through a villuge on the Hungarian border con-
trived first to lead the Turkish escort on to
Austrian territory, and secondly to muke every
member ol 1t intoxicated,

*Rosetti, Madame Rosettl, and little ‘Liberty,’
went wandering through the Banat, and through
Hungary proper, amid perils of all kinds—for the
country was in srms, and Huogarians, Croa-
tinne, and Wallachians, were enguged in a sort
ot triangular ¢ivil war—and arrived 1 Vienna the
day after its bombardment, From Austria the
Roeettl family proceeded to France,and remuined
in Paris until after the Crimean war,

M. Rosetti is not only well known ns & jour-
nalist and a politician, he is ulso one of the most
distinguirhed and one of the most popular of the
modern Roumapian poetg. In his ‘Tu mi diceai
odate: ah! meu iubite' (quoted by M. de
Gerando, in his work on Transylvania), there is
a mixture of palhos and wreny worthy of Helne,
while the musle of the verse I8 more melo-
dious than Heine's, in proportion us the [talian-
like langunge of Roumanis issofter than that of
Germany,

A Communication from Mazzini, the Groat
Euwropean Republican.

Tmpress
eur friends in America that iu is of the greatest
importance that st the moment of happening
events, men of the ‘European Ropublicun Com-
mittee,’ whose sympathies are secured, and de-
signs unsuspected to the United States, should
seize the direction, which essler may be done
with an uid from Amerioa.

“But insist, above all, on the Mexlcan ques-
ll;? and imf::u that there must be given no
credence to Louls Napoleon's promises. BSeven-
teen years spent in Rome must serve us & warn-
ing., He proposes to-day to withdraw, appsa-
rently, his reguiar t:ong:d but leaves o selecled
body of volunteers, uni under his selection,
encouragement, and inspiration, It Is impossi-
ble, it seems to me, that reflecting people would
submit to such & condition, so prejudicial to

ciples and honor. It is a case of evident
‘rench intervention, because, If even the regular
army were withdrawn, there would remain
always u port of masked protectorate, In the
fuce of the declarations concerning mondnters
vention and neutrality, the United States wonld
or occupy & Bubaltern position, if they
d censent 1o the violution of the principles

of des m, without insisting on the right to

detend republicanism. ‘

GREAT RAILROAD ROBBERY.

The Late Robbery of the Pillstwrg, Fort Wayne,
and (hieage kallread Office—Arrvest of the Per
petrator— Fuil Confesson of the Orime—Re-
covery of $16,000—Knergy of the Detoctives,

On the evening of the 156th of September Iast,
the sale of the Paymaster of the Pitlsburg, l"nz:t
Wayne, and Chicago Rallrond, at the Company’s
office, on Fitth street, was opened and robbed of

25,000 in money, and checks to the amount of

27,000, Mr, Joseph C, Bedell, the Paymaster,
had received the money during the day, and in-
tonded using it in_paying the employes of the
road, between this city and Chicago: theur
monthly salaries,

After counting the money, he put it into a tin
box, which he placed in the saic, and started to
the =t, Charles Hotel for supper.
turn to the office an hour or two afterwards, he
unlocked the safe, and discovered that the pox
and moncy were missing, The police of the city
were immedintely apprized of the robbery, and
energetic menstires  instituted to secure the
thiet: but he hod covered his tracks so ndroitly
that drtection appeared impossible. The com-
wny, being determined that o thorough inves-
!lgnllouslnmltl be instituted, secured the ser-
vices of Mr. G. H, Bahge, tne General Superin-
tendent of Pinkerton's National Police Agoncy
at Chiengo, tor that purpose, Mr. Bangs visited
this city, when, in consultation with the officers
of the rond, be ascerimined ' thut the safe
had been opened four times d‘lrc»‘ioucly, and
rohised of mmounts varying froth $600 to $2000,
He uleo learned that there wore two Keys for the
suie one of which wng held by Mr. Bedell, and
the otber by Mr. Prederick, the clerk to the
Tressurer. A= both these gentlomen were above
suepieion, Mr: Hangs accepted the hypothesis
that the pereon who had eommitted these rob-
beries bud o duplicate key, and immediately
ook mensures to secure him. Atter consideri-
ble invest gution, suspioion appeared to point
to o young man named William Maguire, who
wue cmployed ps messehger in the office, and
who Hud suddenly become possessed of an
unusuilly large amonnt of money lor 4 person
oceupying Ly position.  Mr, Bungs, however,

did not copstder it judicious to s eat him ut the .

time, but placed detectives upon his track, who
wautched bis movements. Maguire continued to
ocoupy lias post; and attended to hig duties as
formerly, and wus, we believe, promoted to a
small ol rkghepe A few weeks ago, however, he
resigned his poeition, and entered into an ar-
rangoment with Lwo other young men to pur-
chinse a billlerd sploon on Fiith street, The pur-
chase wie concluded, anog areangements maae
tor the payments, when his associates by some
menns legrned that he war suspecied of having
committed g robbery, when they declined to
proceed furthier with the matter. Maguire then
sturted on u mravelling tonr, and visited many of
the Eastern and Western cities, cltm‘lf‘ followed
by Lis “shadows,” who watched him indefatiga-
bly. After the robbery it was discovered that a
locksmith on Grant etreet, nnmed Banke, had,
it the request of an associate of Muguire's, made
a duplicate safe key. -

The locksmith was, however, unable to give
the nome ol the person who ordered the key,
but one of his employes recognized him on the
atreer, when he was taken mw costody, He
sinted that Macuire had asked him to have the
key made, alleging as n reason that he had been
entrusted with a key to one of toe oflice sales,
which Le had accidentally lost, and did not
wish to apprise the officers of the road of the
fact. He also said (hat he had no suspicion that
it was to be used for the purpose of robbery, and
gave the officers all the inlormation he conld
upon the subject. Maguire, who was 1 Phils-
delphia nt that time, was then arrested and
brought to tlis city. He denied strenuoosly
having committed the robbery, but alter bmnﬁ
held i custody for several days, was prevaile
upon to make g clean breast ot the matter, He
ancknowledged that he had taken the money,
but said he had not robbed the safe, as the
paymaster had accidentally placed the box with
it conlents on a proot press in the office, where
he found it. e also alleged that the box econ-
tuined only $21,000, seven thousand of which he
abstracted, and the balance he buried iu the
cellar attached to his mother's residence, corner
of Wylie nnd Union streets, in the Sixth Ward.
He appenred to be penitent, and consented to
accompany his captors to his mother’s house
snd recover the money. Accordingly, on Friday
night, sLout eight o'cleck, he, in company with
Mr. Bangs, and Officer Fox, of this city, went to
s mother’s residence, but as the family had
not retired, the. concluded to postpone their
search until a later hour. About eleven o'clock
they again visited the house, and proceeded to
the cellur, where Msaguire procured a shovel,
and commenced digging. The earth was firm,
and the officers were fearful that they were
being impored upon. They, however, waited
patiently  until  Maguire had dug to the
depth ol sbout tifteen inches, when the shovel
tonched the box. Maguire then appeared to be
overcome with his feelings, and sank back, when
Officer Fox took the shovel and speedily exhumed
the box, It was then opened, and fonnd to con-
tuin $14,000 in money; the checks were missing;
these, however, Maguire said he had destroyed,
in order to avold discovery, together with a $300
bill, which had spparently beea marked, He
also handed over to the offivers a valuable dig-
mond brenstpin gud other jewelry, worth in the
ugﬁ'l egate $1500. The party then left the cellar,
and yesterday moruing Maguire was taken before
Aldermun Butler, who commatted him to juil, in
default of $10,000 badl, to answer the charge at
onurt,

Maguire is about twenty-two years of age, and
had been in the employ of the railrond compeny
for & number of years, For some time past
he *‘sported” extensively, and had gained the
reputution of being a remarkably “last youn
man,” He was aware thal he was suspected o
havizg committed the robbery, and that the de-
tectives were on his track. His object in leav-
ing the city was to avoid detection, and as he
had no accomplices, he supposed he had cluded
justice, but the officers of the Iaw followed him,
and eventually foreed him to confess his erime,
apd deliver up what was left of his ill-goiten
gaing. The energy exhibited by Mr. Banes, and
Officers Fox, Bhors, and Wilmot, of this city,
who assisted him, is praiseworthy, and entitles
them to the hienest eredit. The suspicion which
bhes unjustly been attached to the other em-
ployes of the road is now removed, and the
guilty one will undoubtedly be made to suffer
for his helnous crime, —Pusburg Commerelal,
